Planting  a  Centennial  Forest

X  ^  Montana  "Centennial  For¬ 
est"  became  a  reality  on  the  Flathead 
NF  due  to  the  ingenuity  of  several 
Forest  employees  who  conceived  the 
idea  of  having  local  area  school  chil¬ 
dren  plant  a  Centennial  Forest  in  a 
previously  logged  off  area  on  theTally 
Lake  District. 

Enthusiastically  welcomed  by 
Pdathead  Valley  School  Districts, 
several  one-day  field  trips  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  special  projects  foresters 
Ray  Keibler  and  Frank  Sedivy.  Other 
Forest  Service  employees  also  volun¬ 
teered  a  day  or  two  to  assist  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  planting  the  seedlings.  Fifth 
and  sixth  graders  from  Columbia 
Falls,  Evergreen,  Kalispell  and  St. 
Matthew  ’  s  schools  participated  in  the 
project. 

Students  were  offered  a  “hands- 
on”  opportunity  to  learn  about  and 
see  various  forest  management  prac¬ 
tices,  and  participate  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Centennial  Forest.  The 
field  trip  included  several  stops  where

forest  management  practices  were 
explained  and  compared  to  natural 
forest  management.  The  highlight  of 
the  trip  occurred  when  each  student 
planted  five  Douglas-fir  seedlings  in 
the  area  selected  as  the  new  Centen¬ 
nial  Forest.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
field  trips,  over  480  students  had 
planted  2,500  Douglas-fir  seedlings 
in  the  Centennial  Forest. 

According  to  teachers  and 
school  principals,  the  project  fit 
right  into  their  5th/6th  grade  curricu¬ 
lum,  and  they  hope  this  type  of  field 
trip  will  become  an  annual  activity. 
The  students  not  only  had  a  lot  of  fun 
learning  about  the  environment,  but 
established  personal  pride  and  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  ownership  in  the  Centennial 
Forest. 

As  a  finale,  Flathead  NF  will 
erect  an  interpretive  sign  at  the  site  to 
identify  the  area  and  recognize  the 
work  done  by  these  enthusiastic 
young  tree  planters. 
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A  New  Look  for  Hornet  Mountain  Lookout

H  omet  Mountain  Lookout,  despite  the  ravages  of  time  and  attacks  of 
the  elements,  maintains  its  lonely  vigil — a  monument  to  those  who  played  a 
vital  part  in  the  history  of  fire  detection  on  the  Rathead  NF. 

Standing  on  a  knob  between  Tepee  and  Whale  Creek  drainages  on  Glacier 
View  Ranger  District,  Hornet  provides  visitor’s  with  spectacular  views  of  the 
North  Fork  of  the  Flathead  River  and  Glacier  National  Park.  Hornet  can  only 
be  reached  by  a  steep  hike.  There  is  no  direct  road  access. 

Constructed  in  1923,  at  a  cost  of  $719,  Hornet  is  the  only  log  cupola 
lookout  remaining  in  the  Northern  Region.  Manned  until  1946,  the  lookout 
was  listed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  in  August,  1983. 

Attempts  to  rejuvenate  the  aging 
structure  began  in  1984  when  Forest 
archeologist  Gary  Mclean  and  volun¬ 
teers  Maureen  Mclean  and  Rod  Pierce, 
packed  210  pounds  of  glass  on  their 
backs  to  replace  broken  windows  in 
the  cupola. 

The  next  restoration  effort  began 
during  the  ’86/’87  field  season.  Vol¬ 
unteers  from  the  North  Fork  Preserva¬ 
tion  .Association  (NFPA)  and  Forest 
Service  employees  re-roofed  the  look¬ 
out,  painted  shutters  and  made  general 
repairs.  One  of  the  volunteers.  Art 
Powell,  manned  the  lookout  from  1930 
to '34.  Forest  Service  retiree  Maurice 
Johnson  split  cedar  bolts,  donated  by 
Lex  Blood  of  Rathead  Valley  Com¬ 
munity  College,  into  shakes. 

Generous  donations  of  labor  and 
materials  have  enabled  NFPA  to  keep 
repair  costs  to  a  minimum.  According 
to  John  Fredericks,  President  of 
NFPA,  repairs  on  the  lookout  will

continue  as  soon  as  authentic  fittings  are  found  to  re¬ 
place  lightning  rods  and  the  telephone. 

As  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the 
Forest  Service  and  NFPA,  Hornet  Mountain  Lookout 
was  one  of  the  facilities  picked  to  be  part  of  a  recent 
video  presentation  produced  by  Region  Four.  The  video 
was  recenUy  shown  to  Congress  as  an  example  of  how 
the  efforts  of  industry,  private  organizations  and  the 
general  public  have  furthered  “cost  share”  partnerships 
and  helped  expand  the  program.

Reforestation  Program  Gets  Helping  Hand

H  ow  does  a  semi-remote  district  with  limited  personnel 
get  a  1,000-acre  artificial  reforestation  program  accomplished? 
With  a  little  help  from  the  clients  of  Big  Bear  Resources,  a  work 
activity  center  for  the  handicapped,  it  is  not  an  impossible  task! 

Eight  to  20  cheats  of  the  Big  Bear  Resources  group  in  Mis¬ 
soula  worked  120  group  hours  to  assemble  80,000  artificial  tree 
shades  for  Powell  District.  These  people  have  limited  abilities,  but 
limitless  enthusiasm  and  drive  when  it  comes  to  accomplishing  a 
task.  Dale  Thom,  Marketing  Manager  for  the  center,  described 
several  cheats  for  which  assembly  of  two  or  three  shades  took  up 
to  an  hour.  Each  shade  was  a  personal  achievement  to  some  of  these 
folks.  Most  of  the  clients  are  social  security  recipients;  this  project 
gave  them  some  spending  money — up  to  $100  per  week — the 
highest  wages  some  of  them  have  ever  received!  Powell  District 
fared  well.  Having  the  group  do  this  project  saved  them  about  $500 
and  much  valuable  time.  In  addition  to  this  project.  Big  Bear 


Resources  group  folded  1,000  pamphlets  for  the  district  at  a 
nominal  cost.

Employment  Agreement  Signed  on  Deerlodge  NF 

Officials  of  the  Deerlodge  NF  and  North  American  Indian 
Alliance  of  Butte  have  signed  a  cooperative  employment  agree¬ 
ment.  Acting  Forest  Supervisor  Dick  Call  said  the  Forest  Service 
will  contract  four  new  seasonal  employees  from  the  Alliance  as  part 
of  its  overall  Affirmative  Action  responsibilities.  Workers  will  be 
trained  in  timber  and  range  programs  and  will  receive  skills  so 
they  can  later  contract  themselves  out  to  other  various  federal  or 
state  land  management  agencies,  private  timber  companies  or 
ranches.  Also,  trainees  will  be  encouraged  to  seek  an  active  long 
term  career  with  the  Forest  Service. 

Workers  will  also  be  available  for  firefighting  efforts.  The 
Alliance  is  working  to  form  a  permanent  Indian  firefighter  crew 
from  Butte  that  would  respond  to  fires  both  in-state  and  out-of-state.

The  thank  you  is  in  the  form  of  a  com¬ 
memorative  book  —  Northern  Region, 
Summer  of  88  -  which  tells  the  story  of  the 
fires  of  1988  in  the  Northern  Region.  It  is 
beautifully  designed  with  striking  photos 
complementing  a  chronology  of  fire 
events. 

John  McCulloch,  Regional  Office  re¬ 
tiree  (December,  1988)  coordinated  the 
project.  He  retired  before  the  book  was 
completed,  but  immediately  signed  up  as  a 
volunteer  in  order  to  finish  the  job.
